CHINA. 
PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The Tientsin correspondent of the Worth China Herald writes 
as follows :— | 
At the moment of the departure of the steamer SRantung the 
enclosed letter has been received. It comes from a foreign gen- 


‘tleman resident at the capital, and can be implicitly relied upon, 


as the information he has given me was received from Herr von 
Mollendorff, of the German Legation, one of the party, and a 

ood Chinese scholar :—“ A row has occurred which, although 
it has happily terminated without murder, I consider has done 
so by a fluke only, and by the presence of mind of the foreigners 
concerned. Four students from the British Legation and M, 
von Mollendorff went for an excursion to the Pai Hwa San 
Temple, forty miles west. They arrived last Saturday, and 
found a great many Chinese gathered to celebrate the fifth month 
festivals. They succeeded in getting a small room at the tem- 
ple. During the evening conversations were had with different 
parties, the foreigners expressing regret at having arrived, as 
they feared to interfere with or disturb the natives in their fes- 
tivals. Everything went on quietly that day, but on Sunday 
morning ced large crowds of Chinese commenced to throw 
stones at the house where the foreigners were, knocking in the 
roof and walls. All got more or less hurt, M. von Mollendorff 
the worst ; he was severely hurt on his head and legs, and de- 
clares that they only escaped being murdered by getting hold of 
the head priest, and pointing a revolver at him, declaring to the 
crowd that if the stone-throwing were not ceased, and if they 
were not allowed to leave in peace, he would be shot. Some 
astronomical instruments were ruined, and all their provisions 
destroyed.” 

In the Peking Gazette of June 19 I find the following Im- 

rial announcement, which at this moment is of considerable 
interest to British people in China :— 

“We, the Imperial Regents, command Li Han-chang, the Governor- 
General of the Hoo Kwang provinces, to proceed, -haste, to Yun- 
nan, to inquire into and settle a certain affair which has taken place 
in that province ; and we command Wang Tung-tseo, during the ab- 
sence of Li Han-chang from his post at Woo-chang-foo, to temporaril 
perform the duties of Governor-General of Hoo Kwang, together with 
those of his own post as Governor of Hoo-peh. Respect this!’ 

This announcement, at the eleventh hour, means, when put 
into plain English, that Li ge eee has been appointed by 
the Central Government the High Imperial Commissioner to 
Yunnan, vice Sung Paou-hwa, who had been appointed by Li 
Hung-chang holding the post of High Taiparial Commissioner 
for Foreign Affairs at Tientsin, and whose appointment has been 
cancelled, from his incompatibility for the duties required. The 
Central Government have apparently been fully determined to 
do justice in the Yunnan case only on compulsion. For how 
gracefully on their parts would not the appointment of Li Han- 
chang have appeared in the be of the British public, and even 
in the eyes of the people of China, had they made it while Mr, 
Wade, the British Envoy, was still at Peking? Such, then, in 
this vague manner, is the announcement to the people of China 
of the appointment, by the Central Government, of a high 
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official to proceed to Yunnan for the purpose of investigating 
into the assassination of the British officer, Mr. Margary, and ot 
his servants; and into the attack on the British officer; Colotiel 
Browne, and his escort, last February. It will Ue noticed that 
the edict states that Li Han-chang, who is & brother of Li 
Hung-chang at Tientsin, has been comttiahded by the Central 
Government to proceed to Yunnan post-haste, or with all speed. 
How does this speed, which has been commanded by the Ceh- 
tral Government on the part of Li Han-chang, accord with the 
reports which we have been all along hearing, in regard to Mr. 
Wade, H.M.’s Envoy, having the intention to send a commis- 
siof of two British officers to Yunnan to be present at the ex- 
aminations of the accused parties, in order to see that justice be 
carried out ? Can it be possible that the most essential point, 
th Order that the exact facts may be ascertained by the British 
natien, will not be carried out by her Majesty’s Envoy ? 

On the 24th June Li Hung-chang, the Governor-General of 
this province, passed through the British Settlement anchorage 
in a small river steamer, towing two small junks, on board of 
which was part of his retinue, for the fortresses of Sin-ching and 
Taku, which he will inspect, together with the troops of the 
Southern Legion stationed in them. After his inspection of 
these fortresses, and after the arrival of the German corvette 
Ariadne, which is hourly expected to arrive in the Taku outer 
anchorage, he will proceed on board to inspect her, and to witness 
the practice of her crew in firing shot and shell with her large 

at marks afloat in the gulf, and on shore on the beach. 
The C. M. steamer Leeywen has passed down the anchorage, 
conveying the staff of the Governor-General, composed of the 
Territorial and Customs Taoutais, the chiefs of the Military 
Board at Tientsin, and the other portion of his retinue.

Our correspondent, writing on June 30, says :— It 
is rumoured to-day that our troubles are over, and that the 
Tartar general, under the influence of the Viceroy, who in turn 
was more or less moved by the aspect of the Thalia, has con- 
sented to give up four of the ringleaders in the attack on the 
Consulate, who will be punished by a flogging, with the cangue 
to follow. This, if true, is a most satisfactory settlement of 
affairs ; and all honour is due to the energy displayed by our 
Consul ; for the Chinese seemed inclined to be stubborn, and at 
one time it appeared as though there would be a deadlock. Any 
one who knew Chinkiang, and only under its usual aspect, 
would hardly recognise it now, with men-of-wars’ men all over 
the place ; for the Décrés is here as well as the Thalia.” 

There has been an interruption in the Nagasaki cable, which 
was repaired by the H. C. Oersted. It occurred thirty-five miles 
east of Gutzlatff, in about twenty-five fathoms of water. The 
break was maliciously caused, the cable having evidently been 
cut by an axe, and as there was no wind at the time the act 
seems inexcusable. For a distance of ten miles from Gutzlaf 
cable has now been laid weighing eighteen tons to the mile, s0 
heavy therefore that no ship’s anchor can lift it. It is, moreover, 
saeed: in a double set of iron wires, so that if it be raised, it will 
be hard to cut.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4th 
July ; no later mail from Lohdon liad been received. The fol- 
lowing summary of news is from the North China Herald :— 

A more perfectly circular argument is seldom achieved than 
the Councils have succeeded in describing anent wheelbarrows 
and Yang-king-pang bridges. After all their voluminous corre- 
spondence, they have worked round precisely to the starting 
point. The origin of the whole trouble was the division of 
the wheelbarrow tax. The French Council wanted half, but 
the English Council considered they were entitled to only one- 
third of the total fees collected. And the French Council still 
want half, and the English Council still decline an arrangement 
which would practically give it them. We are obliged to go 
back a little in order to be explicit. The English Council sug- 
gested, and the French accepted; as a means of settlement, the 

xture of a maximum number of licences; of which each Coun- 
cil should be entitled to issue half. The English Council then 
suggested 6,000 as a maximum, whieh would leave either Coun- 
cil at liberty to issue 3,000. But the French Council wish to 
limit the maximum to 4,000, which is about seventy in excess of 
the present number issued, urging very plausibly that a large in- 
crease in the faire number of wheelbarrows would be a nui- 
gance. No doubt. But that is not the real question. The 
figures 6,000 and 4,000 really cover the original point at issue ; 
for, out of 8,923 licenses now issued by the two Municipalities, 
the English Council issue 2,614, and the French 1,309—or as 
nearly as possible the proportion of two-thirds to one-third, 
which the former claim as a fair division of the fees. To limit 
the total number to 4,000, of which each Council should issue 
half, would therefore be to compel 614 of the wheelbarrows 
which now pay license fees to the English Council to go over to 
the French, and would thus practically enforce the half division 
of the total wheelbarrow tax, about which the original differ- 
ence arose. As we consider that this division is manifestly un- 
fair, in face of the very much greater area of the English and 
Kongkew Settlements, we are glad to see that the English Coun- 
cil maintain their position. The bridges, in the meantinie, are 
getting on nicely—towards collapse. 

On the 30th June the investigation of the claims of passengers 
for compensation for property lost by the sinking of the 

C.M.S.N. Co,’s steamer Fusing, by collision with the Ocean, dn 
the 4th of April last, was resumed at the Supreme Court, before 
R, A. Mowat, Registrar ; and Messrs. J. Thorne and GQ. W. 
Coutts, Merchant Assessors. Mr. Drummond appeared for the 
claimants, who were the rescued Chinese passengers and the re- 
latives of those drowned ; and Mr. Wainewright appeared for 
Captain Brown, of the Occan. The body of the Court was again 
filled with natives, apparently interested in the case. Although 
only sixty-one passengers were drowned,, there could not have 
been fewer than 140 family representatives in and about the 
Court. Before formally commencing the proceedings, Mr. 
Wainewright made an offer of a lump sum (the amount of which 
was not, however, permitted to transpire) in settlement of all the 
claims ; and Tong-King-Sing undertook the task of making it 
known to the assembly. Some time was taken up in this way, 


At the United States Consulate-General, the case “ Liu Sun 
Kee v. Russell and Co.” came on for hearing before Mr. Seward, 
Consul-General, and Messrs. H. B. Endicott and J. Rowse, ass 
ciates. Mr. Wainwright appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Drummond for the defendants. The plaintiff was compradore for 
Messrs. Russell and Co., at Tientsin, from February, 1862, to 
June, 1873, except in the interval between the spring and autumn 
of 1867, during which his service temporarily ceased. He sought 
to recover a large amount of money (not stated in his petition) 
as wages, also moneys paid by him on account of the defendants’ 
business, and, further, property belonging to him in their pos- 
session ; and he also prayed that an account might be taken of 
what was due from the defendants to him. The defendants, in 
their answer, pleaded non-indebtedness, and stated that the 
plaintiff had paid himself out of their moneys, and that the ac- 
count rendered by him was false and fictitious. The defendants 
further claimed that plaintiff was indebted to them for the mo- 
neys received by him for them, the amount of which was ascer- 
tained by an account stated between them, and for which judg- 
ment in the Mixed Court was given for the defendants, to be 
Tis. 5,051. The case as presented is an intricate one. For various 
reasons, among them being the necessity of examining witness 
by commission at Tientsin, the hearing cannot be resumed until 
the 16th August. 

On June 30, at the United States Consulate-Cteneral, Charles 
F. Meyers was placed on his trial, charged on three indictments 
with obtaining money and goods by false pretences. The hix 
tory of the case is somewhat remarkable. The prisoner had 
formerly been in the American navy, serving on board the Saco 
as engineers’ yeoman. Discharged from that vessel, he remained 
for some time in Japan, ard came to Shanghai a very short 
while ago, having but little if any money, but well-dressed and 
looking respectable. On June 20 he was standing at the gate of 
the United States Consulate-General, when a Chinaman, Tung: 
ah-qua, came up to him, and showing him two letters, one oped, 
the other sealed, asked him to read the names they were iD 
tended for. These letters had been given to Cheap Jack and 
Co., by an officer of the Palos, to be handed to Mr. Roche, pay 
clerk of the Monocacy, who was expected over from Japan 00 
the 20th, but did not arrive. The open letter instructed Cheap 
Jack and Co. to give Mr. Roche what ‘money, &c., he might 
require. The prisoner, on reading this letter, put both of 
them in his pocket, and told the Chinaman he was Mr. 
Roche, adding that he would call at the stores next ma He 
accordingly called there, and by means of the letters he ob- 
tained the $20. Tung-ah-qua, who is in the shipping depar 
ment at Cheap Jack’s, also has a sail-loft in Hongkew, and from 
him, by representing himself as Paymaster of the Palos, and 00 
the strength of giving an order for fifty mattresses, he obtained 
$5. The letters appear to have given him the idea of repre 
senting himself as an American naval officer, and as he was 12

We understand that the magis- 
trate has promised to arrest ten more ringleaders in the riot.

One of them 
was captured after an attempt to escape ; he was armed with a 
dagger, and had achisel and matches concealed in his clothes. 

Mr. J. Pidgeon, overseer of drains in the employ of the Muni- 
cipal Council, has been drowned in the Hwangpoo, by falling 
from Roberts’s jetty, at Pootung. An inquiry into the circum- 
stances was held before Mr. Mowat, and the evidence showing 
the death to have been accidental, a formal inquest was dis- 
pensed with.

It will be seen that this information, 
coming from quite another quarter, is consistent with the report 
we mentioned some days ago that the Governor had addressed 
a memorial to the Emperor, offering to keep the frontier clear 
from the English or any other barbarians who threatened it.

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 7th inst. 
There were present :—H.E. the Administrator ; Hon. Sir J. 
Smale, Chief Justice ; Hon. C. C. Smith, Acting Colonial Secre- 
tary; Hon. J. Bramston, Attorney-General ; Hon. C. May, Act- 
ing Colonial Treasurer ; Hon. P. Ryrie ; Hon. W. H. Alexander ; 
Hon. H. Lowcock ; Mr. Wodehouse (Clerk of Councils). 

The Administrator moved the second reading of an Ordinance to pro- 
vide for Public and Bank Holidays. The Ordinance was read a second 
time, and the Council then went into committee on it.—Mr. Ryrie 
thought it unnecessary to have a holiday on the 2nd day of January.— 
The Acting Colonial Secretary said it had been customary to have two 
days’ holiday at-that time.—The Administrator said the draft had been 
sent round to the banks, and the managers had approved of it.—The 
Chief Justice said that if the holiday could be taken without any incon- 
venience to the merchants, the bankers Srila sen it would be a good 
thing.—Mr. Ryrie said there was no special reason for having a holiday 
on the 2nd of January last year, and he should hesitate before he sanc- 
tioned a compulsory holiday on the 2nd of January evory year.—After 
some conversation the Council omitted the 2nd January as a holiday.— 
The day of the Accession of Her Majesty was also struck out.—On Good 
Friday being mentioned, the Chief Justice said that it wa in England 
generally regarded as a holiday.

and an ex-Attorney-General said his Lordship was the only judge who

It appears that two men were lying in ambus- 
cade in an empty house, which is at present undergoing repairs, 
in Cathedral-street, from which there is a passage leading to the 
Praya Grande. Mr. Da Silva generally went that way to church, 
and on the morning in question; accompanied by one of his 

onnger sons, he was proceeding along, when a man named 

rretto suddenly stepped out and struck him with a thick stick 
from behind. Mr. Da Silva at once caught hold of his adver- 
sary by the neck, and placing him against the wall gave him a 
severe blow on the face. Before he could repeat it, the second 
man, who is named Da Silva, rushed out from the empty house, 
and began to strike Mr. Da Silva mercilessly with a life pre- 
server. Barretto was taken to the police-station and locked up. 
Da Silva has absconded, but the police are in search of him. 
It is said that the assailants of Mr. Da Silva had been enraged 
at several articles which had a ppt in the Jndependente, of 
which heis editor. Considerable indignation has been expressed 
at the cowardly attack. Mr. Da Silva is wounded on the head, 
and has sustained several contusions on different parte of the 
body. 

We regret to note the departare, by this mail, of the Rev. 
F. A. Roach, of the London Missionary Society, Canton. For a 
considerable time past Mr. Roach has been ina very feeble state 
of health, and latterly he became so ill that his medical advisers 
ordered him home atonce. Mr. Roach has officiated in Shameen 
Church with much acceptance, since the departure of the Ven. 
Archdeacon Gray. During Mr. Roach’s stay in Canton he has 
made many friends among the foreign cekaroraeaas Moar abe and 
much regret has been expressed at his departure. e trust that 
ere Mr. Roach’s arrival in England he will be thoroughly re- 
stored to health, and that before long he will find some suitable 
sphere of labour. 

* Aniothiel case of skedaddling has occurred at Yokohama. An 
engaging young man, who has acted, for some time past, as bill- 
collector to several firms, conceived a sudden fancy to revisit the 
scenes of his childhood, or some other country with a more genial 
climate than that of Japan, and took passage for San Francisco 
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on board the P. M. str. Great Republic, on the 24th June. He 
has omitted to hand over the amonnt of several large bills which 
he has collected. 

The church recently erected at Tokio, Japan, by native Chris- 
tians, was opened for public worsbip on the 19th June. Several 
Protestant Missionaries of Yokohama and Tokio, and one or two 
Japanese, took part in the services, which were attended by 
about 500 persons, native and foreign. 

The steamer Ly-ee-moon, Captain Stevens, which left England 
in October last for China and Japan, after a thorough repair, 
with new engines and boilers, is advertised for sale by auction 
at Hong Kong.

A meeting of the foreign residents was held at the j British 
Consulate on the 2nd July, to devise some arrangement for the 
speedier delivery of mails from Singapore and Hong Kong, and 
for the despatch of mails for those places. At present the foreign 
Consuls undertake the delivery to and despatch of letters for- 
warded by the subjects of their respective countries, there being 
no such thing as a post-office in Siam, and the Siamese Govern- 
ment being evidently ignorant of the conduct of a postal service. 
Moreover, all letters from Siam must be prepaid in Singapore 
or Hong Kong postage stamps, the Consuls receiving nothing for 
their trouble Eevand the thanks of the community. This being 
not only a very one-sided arrangement, but a serious tax upon 
the time and patience of the Consular officers, it was deemed 
advisable to have a regular post-boat, to receive and take charge 
of all inward and outward mails, with men to sort and deliver 

hem on arrival. H.B.M.’s Consul-General was desired to en- 
eavour to obtain a refund of a portion of the outward ali 
rom the Singapore and Hong Kong Post-offices to cover the 
ost of this arrangement ; meantime the expense would be de- 
rayed by monthly subscriptions contributed by the merchants. 

Despatches received by the Siamese Government announce 
disturbances on the Burmese frontier, in the province of Cheen 

Hau, where a large band of dacoits, some 2,000 in number, were 
committing depredations. They had plundered a few towns, 
but at latest advices some 2,000 Cochin-Chinese had gathered to 
resist their incursions. A Siamese Commissioner had been sent 
up to collect reliable information as to the doings of the plun- 
derers, and endeavour to ascertain the true cause of the dis- 
turbances, and, if necessary, a Siamese force would be sent up 
to assist in protecting the inhabitants of the province. 

At Chiengsaan, also,a number of Burmans and Koens had 
> cated themselves on Siamese territory, andthe Siamese autho- 

r ities of Chiengmai had organised a force of about 2,500 men to 
e xpel them. A Commissioner had been sent to Chiengmai from 

British Burmah, where he met an officer of the British Con- 
s ulate-General of Siam ; both were treated as guests by the 
3 iatnese Royal Commissioner. A later.despatch states that the 

Siamese forces, after frightening away a number of Burmese 

ettlers, had burnt down some 240 of their houses.

BATAVIA. 

A correspondent states that the N. I. S. N. Company intend 
to run a steamer between Bali and Singapore :—A few days ago 
a telegram was received here to the effect that the steamer 
Banda, belonging to the N. I. S. N. Company, is to open a fort- 
nightly service between Singapore and Macassar, via Samarang, 
Sourabaya and Buleling. We may thus in future count upon 
three steamships of that company in one month, one of which 
will touch at Banjoewaugie and other coast places in the east of" 
Java. The telegram does not state whether or not the Banda 
will anchor here on her return voyage from Macassar. Moat of 
the traders here are very joyful at the opening of this new steam 
line. Above all, this has been the case since they have been 
assured that the Banda will not be in such haste as the ordinary 
mail steamer, but that, as long as there is cargo on shore, she 
will quietly lie at anchor. This is just what caused the British 
steamer Vidar to do so much business here. Captain Barrow 
was always patience and obligingness themselves, and it is owing 
to him that the Vidar’s owners, as I hear, gained in a single 
year, from the steam line between Singapore and Bali alone, a 
profit of upwards of seventy thousand guilders. As soon, how- 
ever, as the Banda is laid on the line the Vidar will do much 
less business. It will be the same with the Rosa. I fear even 
that both these steamboats cannot stand the competition within 
a comparatively short time. The N. I. S. N. Company has that 
in its power. 

In the latest received Batavia journals there is but little news 
from Atchin. On this subject the Batavia Handelsblad says :— 
So far as we are aware, the Government has received no further 
intelligence from Atchin since the departure of the last mail ; 
we have received a private letter from the seat of war. On the 
2ist June last the enemy essayed an attack on the outposts 
situated on our southern line. They had, however, learned prv- 
dence from us, and these lessons have not been without effect, 
for their attacks were confined to firing from a distance. All 
that they effected during this attack was confined to slightly 
wounding an Amboynese soldicr, and to shooting a leak ina 
soup boiler.

e present low rate of exchange in India, here, and in China, 
is a matter of very serious import to trade, and its gravity 1s 
not diminished by the consideration that, according to all ap- 

rances and so far as circumstances enable anyone to judge, 
there is little prospect of either the rupee or the dollar reco- 
vering their once comfortable par values of two shillings and 
four and sixpence for a long time to come. When we met- 
tion that in India at the present moment the value of the rupee 
is only about 1s. 94d., with bar silver at 554d. per oz, aud 
that dollars can be laid down here by the banks at 3s. 113d. to 
4s,, the loss to merchants remitting for piece goods,—to Pater- 
familias remitting for the support of his family,—to all paid by 
salaries fixed at sterling figures calculated at former par value 
of the rupee or dollar,—and in fact to all residents in the Far 
East, in one way or another, will be at once seen to be a mos 


y | serious item in expenditure. Indeed, there can be little doubt 


that the continued decline in the value of silver currency, the 
almost universal medium of trade, has been one of the mall 
causes which have contributed to the general great depressio! 
of business, which has been prevalent now for some years 7

ures of houses, once flourishing and with ample capital.

British officials of the een day in China, from H.M.’s Pleni- 
tentiary in Peking and the Admiral commanding in the China 
as downwards, seem one and all inoculated with the policy of 
conciliation, which, it was thought not long ago, was to inaugu- 
rate the Millennium, but of which less is now heard.

Great Britain obtained a qualified admittance to the Em- 
Pe by force some forty years ago, and she has had to maintain 
er rights and claims by force more than once. Our right to be 
in China at all rests upon might, and might only. We refuse to 
recognise that China has any right to isolate herself from inter- 
course with other nations. China, however, maintains that she 
has such a right. Whatever the ethics of the question may be, 
the fact remains, and is indisputable, that Great Britain has ob- 
tained and maintains her position in China simply and solely 
because she is the stronger power. 
The Hoyali:t is announced for sale. 
We understand the approximate value of the cargo of the 
Comete, whose loss by fire in Banca Straits we recently reported, 
is about $80,000. 


CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

In a previous letter I mentioned that although the present 
rage was for coffee lands and plantations in the new districts, 
there were better bargains frequently to be got in the old; 
whereupon you remarked that “ doubtless investors knew what 
they were about, and would not prefer the new if the old were 
better.” In this hypothesis, however, the case does not fairly 
appear. Of late years a good deal of capital has come to Ceylon 
in inexperienced hands, which yet has fructified abundantly, 
owing, however, more to the circumstances of coffee produce 
and property having gone up from 50 to 100 per cent. during 
the last three years than to the superior knowledge of the in- 
vestors. The rise in prices, together with the run upon new 
lands and new districts, has forced up the first cost of land in 
those districts far out of proportion to the value in the old dis- 
tricts. Hence my remarks that better bargains may frequently 
be got in the old than in the new. Let me give you a few in- 
stances. Two practical planters two years ago bought an estate 
for £7,500; within a yearand ahalf (or eighteen months from time 
of purchase) it had given them back £3,000 of their capital, 
while the estate had also improved in value. Two other 
planters bought an estate for £6,000, and got back half the first 

ear. Another planter bought an estate for £4,500, and almost 
Immediately after sold the half of it for the price he 
paid for the whole. A small estate in an old but good dis- 
trict was sold the other day for £400, whose coming crop was 
expected to be worth that sum. And so on, and so on. ‘Cases 
might be multiplied indefinitely. A new coffee estate, of course, 
takes from three to six years to give a first full crop, according 
to climate, seasons, elevation, &c. There is field enough, how- 
ever, in both new and old. The capitalist who can afford to 
wait for his return will perhaps still prefer new land, even at 


| 


has long been for its berry. The cultivation of the cinchona is 
likewise extending rapidly, chiefly, too, in districts not over high 
for coffee. But it grows well, also, in higher land than the or- 
dinary coffee districts. In this cultivation there is yet room for 
considerable extension. Quinine of late years has risen in value 
considerably, owing, I hear, to the forests where it grew in 
South America having been cut down, and not replanted, while 
few of the plantations in the East have yet come into full bear- 
ing. This febrifuge is said to be used also for other purposes 
than medicine, so that the price keeps up, notwithatandiiig the 
Bree extension of the cultivation lately, both in Ceylon and 

ndia, as well as in Java. As yet, however, our spicy isle has 
taken the lead. The practice is now becoming common to plant 
out a few acres of cinchonas with every new coffee estate in 
districts suitable for the growth of the bark. This, too, will 
greatly enhance the value of the coffee plantations in which the: 
cinchona abounds, as each such tree is considered worth from 
lds. to £1 sterling, and about 400 trees will be contained in an 
acre of ground. Many planters intersperse them among the 
coffee, which plan is very economical, as the same ground and 
the same cultivation serve both.

TEA. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report says :—The 
business of the past week has been of the most trifling character, set- 
tlements since June 23, date of our last, being only 1,392 chests 935 
half-chests 910 boxes at 1s. 44d. to 1s. 7$d. per 1b., 143 chests 742 
half-chests at 1s. 34d. to 1s. 4d., and 625 chests at 1s. per lb. In our 
last we advised the arrival of two or three musters of second crop Tea. 
Since then about fifty chops have been placed on the market, and these 
fully confirm the reports we referred to regarding the damage done to 
the crop by continued wet weather. The Teas are wanting alike in 
strength and quality, and are probably the poorest seen for some 
years. On their first being shown Teamen asked Tls. 24 to 25 for 
the best of them, this being their laid down cost on this market, 
but although the asking prices have been gradually declining, only 
two small lots of Nip-car-see have so far found buyers, one chop being 
settled at Tls. 184, the other at Tis. 194, rates much too high, in our 
opinion, for safety. There being no buyers on this market teamen are 
already shipping them in quantity to Shanghai. Unless they find more 
favour there than they have done here, we may fairly look forward to 
a very short second crop, particularly as there is no break in the wea- 
ther. The country all round is flooded, and we shall barely escape 
having the Settlement under water. Customs export to date is as

The following were the statistics of supplies to 
date :—Ningchows, 152,262 half-chests ; Hohows, 51,530 ditto ; Kiu- 
kiang-packed, 18,605 ditto ; total, 222,397 half-chests, or an excess of 
fully 30,000 half-chests over last year’s yield. 

SHanaHal.—Black : There had been only a moderate business. The 
stock of first crop had been carefully weeded of almost all the 
parcels, and there had also been more attention paid to common kinds, 
which at Tls. 18 and upwards showed rather better value than last mail. 
Some second crop Oopacks had arrived, and offers of Tls. 24 to Tls. 25 
for some of the best had not led to business. These T'eas showed evi- 
dent signs of rain damage, though the leaf was in most cases well 
made. A few second crop Ningchows had arrived, and on chop had 
been settled at Tls. 30, but buyers were not inclined to go on at that 
price, [The quality seemed to be fair.

means, who looks for an early return, will invest in property, 
at a moderate figure, which will be productive from the outset. 

For such estates, with land attached, whether forest or 
cleared, a demand is springing up, which, if tea is to be a suc- 
cess, promises speedily to be active. At this moment inquiries 
‘are abroad for lumps of 400, 500, and 1,000 acres suitable for 
tea, in districts where coffee has had but a partial success. There 
are many districts in Ceylon considered too elevated or too wet 
for coffee that are expécted to grow tea well. Our high lands 
are for the most part wet. Wet is productive of leaf, and leaf 
is just what the tea cultivator desires. 

t stands to reason, therefore, that while tea is yet in its 
infancy in Ceylon, while coffee lands have been run up to £10 
to £15 per acre, attention should be directed to such lands as 
promise to yield the leaf in remunerating quantity. The culti- 
vation of this plant may be now said to have passed the stage of 
experiment. mples have been sent home, and very favourably 
reported on. Large clearings have been opened within the last 
twelve months, and others are now being made which promise, 
at no distant date, to make Ceylon as celebrated for its leaf as it 
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Tls. 244 to 29; Hohows and Ninchows, Tis. 16 to 40; Oonams an 
Oonfaas, Tls. 172 to 31.—Green : Teamen still held for much above the 
ideas of buyers. Few offers were made, and no settlements reported. 

Foocnow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.’s Weekly Letter says : 
—Buying has continued on a considerable scale during the week, and 
operations have been chiefly for Australia and the Continent. <A few 
musters of second crop Teas have been shown, but no opinion can yet 
be formed as to the general quality. Natives assert that we may ex- 
pect Teas of very inferior quality. Congou: Medium kinds have 
maintained previous rates. In common and flavoury grades a fair 
amount of business has taken place, owing to the Teamen having 
given way in their ideas; a decline in (these descriptions of Ti. 1 
may be quoted. Souchong: Settlements show a reduction of Tl. 1 
to 2. Oolong: Purchases show a heavy decline. Flowery Pekoe: A 
few chops have been taken on a par with last quotations. It is evi- 
dent that the supply of this description will be very short. Scented 
Teas have been taken on decidedly better terms, and promise even 
a further decline on last quotations. The export to Great Britain, 
the Continent of Europe, and the Cape of Good Hope amounts to 
20,189,998 lbs., against 15,292,186 lbs. at the same period last year. 
To the Colonies 1,595,361 lbs., against 3,682,765 lbs. last year To 
America nil, against 154,986 lbs, last year.

Sir Charles Shadwell, K.C.B., late Commander-in-Chief in 
China, has been informed that the action taken by the com- 
manding officers of the ships employed at Bangkok, at the time 
that a civil war was anticipated, owing to the dispute between 
the two kings, has met with approval at the Foreign-office ; and 
despatches to that effect have been forwarded to the present 
Commander-in-Chief for the information of the officers named. 








At the Portsmouth Police-court, on the 18th inst., James Goodhall 
was charged with having made a fulse statement on enlisting into the 
98th Regiment. In the beginning of 1873 the prisoner was invalided 
from Hong Kong, and discharged as unfit for service, from the 80th 
Regiment ; but on enlisting into the 98th, he asserted that he had 
never served Her Majesty before. It transpired, however, that more 
than six months had elapsed from the time of his enlistment, and he 
was, therefore, discharged. 

The Inflexible, turret ship, is being rapidly pushed forward at Ports- 
motith, the number of shipwrights employed upon her having been in- 
creased from 560 to 700. In consequence of the extreme breadth of 
the monster ironclad, 75ft., the substantial wooden jetty and the mas- 
rive stonework of the dock entrance will have to be cut away about &ft. 
on either side to allow of her being launched. 

The death is announced, at the age of eighty-nine, of Dr. Franklin, 
Inspector-General of Hospitals. The deceased was one of the senior 
fellows of the Royal College of Surgeons of England, and one of the 
oldest medical officers in the Army. He entered the service in 1808, 
and served in the Peninsula and in India, and was present at the battles 
of Chillianwallah and Goojerat. 

Lieutenant J. G. K. Young, of the 80th Regiment (Hong Kong) has 
retired from the army by the sale of his commission. Lieutenant 
H. H. Harward, of the 80th, has gone out to Hong Kong to join head- 
quarters, on transfer from the 1st West India Regiment. 

The Diamond, 14, screw corvette, Captain Bosanquet, sailed on the 
14th inst. from Spithead, for the Australian station, via the Cape of 
Good Hope. ; 

Capt. Picot, Capt. Hughes Hallett, one sergeant, one drummer, and 
eighty-five rank und file, 57th foot, are held in readiness to embark for 
Ceylon. 

The Lords of the Admiralty contemplate proceeding to Malta to 
make an official inspection during September or early in October. 


Our Posrrion 1n Curna.—Mr. Boulger, in a letter to The Times, says: 
—Your Shanghai Correspondent’s letter, while it deserves the thanks 
of every one interested in China, is a “vm that the time is fast ap- 

roaching when even minor difficultics will receive the attention they 
iigeeia: and more serious complications will never occur, because the 
Mandarins must perceive, if real reparation has to be made on cach oc- 
casion, that no benefit can be derived from injury or insult offered to 
foreigners. It is admitted by most that even under present circum- 
stances the majority of the Mandarins are fully aware of our irresis- 
tible power in the event of acollision. They therefore confine them- 
selves to a passive indifference to our requests, and think that, as they 
have so often evaded them, the occasion for rousing our wrath may 
never arise. In plain words, they trifle with us as children, and their 
subjects go from bad to worse ; and as long as we continue our present 
policy, so long may we expect them to continue in the same course of 
action. Are we not to stir until some fresh occasion offers, when per- 
haps all that can be done will be too late? 

WE regret to record the death of Mr. J. B. Caldbeck, the late agent 
for the P. and O. Company at Singapore.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AMSTERDAM, AucustT 18. 

I regret that my last letter, which was posted as usual, did not reach 
you in time for publication, and as it belongs to the possibilities that it 
is lost, I think it best to give the entire news of the fortnight. It 
need scarcely to be said that in these days, when we are anxiously wait- 
ing for the announcement that the sea-serpent has made its appear- 
ance, there is not much worth reporting. Up to this moment Mr. 
Heemskerk has not reaped much benefit from his extraordinary pro- 
ceeding in convoking the Members of the Second Chamber during the 
hot dog-days. To every one’s astonishment a large number of our re- 
presentatives were present, but they came only to state that they had 
no intention to work. As soon as the session was opened, Mcssrs. 
Blussé and Stieltjes announced, cach in his peculiar manner, that the 
Liberals were quite au fait of the plans of the Cabinet. Two days 
later, however, a battle touk place, and it was proved at once that 
it was not the Railway Bill, but the Election Bill which had 
induced Mr. Heemskerk to convoke the old Chamber. The object of 
course, was to annul the results of the recent elections, by which the 
Liberals are placed in a majority. [t is, however, a very small one, and 
by creating three new anti-Liberal districts it could be annihilated. 
The Liberals, however, were anything but disposed to co-operate with 
sueh a project ; the new House, they considered, not the old one, ought 
to decide about such an important Bill, which perhaps would render 
necessary a dissolution of the Chamber. If the Right succeeded in pass- 
ing the Bill, the Left would protest by leaving the Chamber en masse. 
But this extreme measure was not necessary, as by a large majcrity (46 
agajnst 23) the Chamber resolved not to deal with the Bill at all. 
What was most surprising was to see the Liberals supported by the 
anti-Hevolutionista. The temporary session has since been closed, the 
important legislative labours being postponed for the new Chamber.

It creates a good deal of uneasiness that the number of German 
Ultramontanes who seek an asylum in this country augments daily. 
Not only in Limburg—our little Spain—but also in Twenthe, they 
arrive by hundreds. They seem to be provided with plenty of money, 
for they purchase magnificent houses, for which they pay cash. It is 
feared that the number of these establishments in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the frontiers of Germany may involve us in diplo- 
matic difficulties. 

It is stated that a number of strangers is being daily enrolled at 
Harderwyk in our East India army. The majority come from Belgium, 
and our ci-devant compatriots seem to be much inclined for service in © 
the Far East and for fighting the Atchinese. The bounty, a couple of 
hundred guilders, is as a rule expended in the little town in all sorts - 
of extravagancies. The kidnappers are doing a good business—and 
earn a rich harvest by their scandalous trade. A good deal is being 
said to induce our anti-military population to declare in favour of 
compulsory military service, but I do not think with much succesa. 

Some days ago disturbances took place at Utrecht, which assumed 
at one time a serious character. The matter arose from the fact that 
the daughter of an Ultramontane baker had fallen in love with a Pro- 
testant artisan. The father refused, not only to grant his consent for 
a marriage, but, acting upon advice given him by the priests, he trans- 
ported his daughter to an institution for lost girls. The neighbours in- 
terfered to prevent this abuse of authority by the father, and hence 
some riots took place. The matter, however, is all over now, and 
Utrecht is as peaceful as ever. Whether the young baker's daughter 
will marry her admirer or not I cannot say. 

The leading Ultramontane paper, De Tyd, states that a seminary is 
to be established in this country for the special purpose of educating 
missionaries for China and other “ heathen countries.” For this pur- 
pose a house has been purchased in the village of Steyl, near Venlo. 
The directors are already appointed, and they consist of an Austrian, a 
German, a Dutch, and a Luxemburg priest. 

Some days ‘since the East Indiaman Sourabaya Packet started from 
Rotterdam for Persia, under charter to the Persian Trading Company. 
It is hoped that this new undertaking will prove a success. _ 

At the annual meeting of the members of the Association for Pro- 
moting Dutch Industry and Manufactures it was resolved that the ne- 
cessary steps shall be taken in order to ascertain by what means Dutch 
industry can best benefit by the establishment of Prince Henry at Port 
Said, and that an address shall be forwarded to the Government asking 
for a subsidy to be granted to the Company Nederland for carrying the 
Java mails, ; : 

Rumours are circulating tat the Minister of the War Department 
will ask for a credit of three and a half million of guilders for the exe-

The King (who still resides in Switzerland, where he lives sans géne, 
just like the humblest of his subjects, and about which complaints are 
made by English tourists) has conferred the knighthood of the Nether- 
land Lion upon Messrs. F. Beyerinck, resident of Kediri, and J. C. Th. 
Kroesen, assistant resident of Blitar ; whilst the brotherhood of that 
Order has been conferred on Sergeant H.Scharer. Mr. B. 0. Korn- 
feldt is appointed preacher for the inland Christian communities. 

The Java peintre artiste, Mr. Radhen Saleh, has arrived at the Hague, 
and has had an audience with the Queen. 

Complaints are made in the newspapers about the unseaworthiness of 
the coasting traders in Java. They consist mainly of yessels unfit 
for sea, which, without being properly repaired, are chartered. It is 
urged that experts should be appointed in every harbour, in order to 
prevent this scandalous traffic, by which much capital, and many lives 
are lost. It is not only necessary that the vessels should be sound, but 
that the masters and officers should be competent, which is at present 
seldom the case, ;

SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK ON KASHGAR AND | China during the last half century he considers to be the 
CHINA. initial cause of by far the greater part of the changes now 


EXCEPTING the small item of intelligence furnished 
about three weeks ago by the Jnvalide Russe, we have not 
had any very recent accounts of the precise condition of 
affairs between Kashgar and China, and we know abso- 
lutely nothing at present of the progress of events. We 
can only speculate on what is going on in that remote re- 

ion, and on what the course of the war may be, but Sir 
RUTHERFORD ALcock’s remarks on the probable issues of 
the conflict—as put forth in his laborious contribution on 
the great Eastern question to the current number of the 
Fortnightly Review—may well make us pause and look with 
some degree of alarm and anxiety to the result of the death- 
struggle which is now impending, or which, for aught we 
know to the contrary, may now be raging in the direction of 
the fertile valley of the Tarim, or, mayhap, in the more in- 
hospitable districts surrounding Urumtsi and Manasse. Sir 
RUTHERFORD puts the dilemma in the following words, 
either result being clearly adverse to British interests :— 
‘‘ YaAcooB BEG may be left unaided from Russia and de- 
‘‘ feated, in which case the extermination of the whole 
‘© Mussulman population will inevitably follow, and the 
‘“‘ frontier in Chinese hands wiil be hermetically closed, as 
‘“‘ it was before ; or the Russians may enable him to suc- 
“ cessfully resist the Chinese arms, and his independence 
“‘ will be lost, as the price of such aid, with exactly the 
‘‘ same consequences as regards our trade, the policy of 
“the Russians being to exclude all competition. This 
“would . . . open the gates of China, through the 
“valley of Kashgar, to Russian arms and commerce.” 
Look at the matter from which ever point of view we 
may, the result appears likely to be disastrous. The 

uestion which here naturally arises is, what makes 

hina so persistently bent on recovering, if possi- 
ble, this outlying portion of the inheritance of the 
Great Mogul?. This question Sir RUTHERFORD answers 
incidentally in a manner which seems to bear some 
probability on the face of it. ‘ From Kuldja,” he says, 
“ annexed to Russia in 1872, to Si-ngan-fu, the great 
“ capital of North-Western China, lies thé great caravan 
‘“‘ road which has been traversed for 2,000 years between 
“ Kashgar in Central Asia and the Celestial Empire, with 
“no mountain range to interpose, an easy gradient, and 
‘“ abundant coal and wells along the steppe-like country.” 
This, and not so much hatred of the Mahometans, is very 
likely the chief ‘‘ reason why the Chinese at the present 
“moment attach so much importance to regaining pos- 
“ session of the revolted province, and excluding the Rus- 
“sians from the most vulnerable point in their frontiers 
“ against foreign intrusion.” Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK 
seems to think, as we understand the drift of his paper, 
that Russia has no ulterior designs on the Chinese Empire, 
or at any rate that China is not her real goal, but that 
sooner or later she will rather force ber way southwards 
from the Black Sea to the Bosphorus, or through Persia to 
the head of the Persian Gulf. If his vaticination be well 
founded, she may not interfere directly in the impending 
struggle between Kashgar and China, and under such cir- 
cumstances the result of the conflict in the long run can 
hardly be doubted ; for to what quarter is the Ameer to 


in progress, and no one can doubt that he is right in this 
statement. ‘ The contact of this semi-Oriental Power,” he 
says, ‘‘with western culture and policy, together with the 
“rapid extension of her frontiers into the heart of Central 
‘¢ Asia and on the banks of the Amoor, has stirred to their 
‘“‘ depths Asiatic elements in all these directions. The oc- 
“ cupation of nearly one half of Manchuria, the patrimony 
“of the Manchoo Tartars, now on the Chinese throne, 
‘taken in connection with the attacks of the Western 
‘“ Powers on the sea face, has roused the whole Chinese 
“ Empire, with its three hundred millions of a homogeneous 
“ race, from a sleep of ages to-an excited and angry ac- 
“ tivity.” There is, doubtless, a certain amount of truth 
in this, but still we must take leave to doubt the strength 
of this excited and angry activity. Sir RUTHERFoRD, 
further, points out another disturbing element that may 
come from the side of Russia to plague China in the future, 
viz., the religious crusading spirit of the Greek Church, 
which has hitherto been carefully suppressed as far as 
China is concerned, “not to excite hostility at Peking, 
“ which might have jeopardised other and more immediate 
‘¢ aims of territorial and commercial extension.”

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decadence. Had all the monuments of Roman history perished 
we should still find in the dry reading of the Corpus Jurzs a 
faithful picture of the Society which lived at Rome, of its civil 
and political constitution, of its moral ideas and social standard. 
The history of the law may also instruct us better than a dry 
chronicle, with regard to that Japanese ‘Middle Age’ whic! 
has been perpetuated down to the present day.” Takin this 
position, M. Bosquet passes under review in a succinct and mas- 
terly manner the main characteristics of Japanese Society at the 
various periods of its history, which he divides into two leading 
epochs, the first from 660 B.c. to 1192 a.D., during which the 
supreme power was exercised by the Mikados ; the second, from 
1192 down to 1868, when it was exercised by the Shogoon, or 
military commander, eh called by Europeans by the 
incorrect title of the Taikoon. It was only at the commence- 
ment of the seventeenth century, with Yegas, that the Sho- 

oonate became established as a recognised legal institution. 
The writer proceeds to describe in the first period the origin of 
the Imperial power, its means of preservation, and finally its 
elements of feebleness and dissolution. The form of Govern- 
ment was a theocratic despotism over-topped by a military oli- 

archy. The reforms instituted by Yegas were influenced greatly 
by Confucian philosophy, which had been studied and in a great 
measure adopted by the governing classes. His object was to 
perpetuate a pacific domination to his posterity and a fixed form 
of Govemiment for his country. His legislation partakes rather 
of the character of a testament than of a code, and seems thus to 
bear some analogy to the edictum perpetuum of the Romans. A 
large number of customs which are detailed by the writer are 
singularly analogous—indeed, in some cases identical—with 
those of ancient Rome; and to the student of ancient law 
the paper under notice will be found of singular interest. 
The same attempt to qualify absolute enactments by legal fic- 
tions, which Sir H. Maine points out, is the chief element to 
be borne in mind in the history of Roman Law, is shown to have 
existed largely in Japan, while the family system, with its abso- 
lute domination of the head mutual responsibility of its members, 
the subordinate portion of its female members, the rule by 
which the woman is “ the beginning and the end of a family ”— 
are all found existing as the recognised basis of Japanese 
Society. “The Japanese family is like the Roman family, a 
small state furnished with all its organs ;—it has an absolute 
chief, who represents and conducts its subjects, slaves devoted to 
it. and who do not quit it, a common property, a deliberative 
council formed of the older agnates, without limit either as to 
number or age.” M. Bousquet traces how this family system be- 
came enlarged into clans and into a strong aristocracy, the move- 
ment culuminating in the eighteenth century in a reaction in 
favour of the Mikadonal power, and he then passes on to the re- 
volution of 1868, in which the power of the Daimios passed 
away, and an attempt was made to replace them by an oppressive 
bureaucracy. In M. Bosquet’s opiniun, “ through a misfortune 
common to all revolutions made by authority, that of 1868 was 
too rapid, and on its accomplishment, finds no one to support it, 
because no one was prepared to make it.” He says, en résumé, 
“ Japan has no longer any institutions. How will she obtain 
any Pin our opinion, she ought to look much less without and 
much more within. Laws cannot be transplanted from one 
soil to another ; they can be durable and efficacious only on 
condition that they answer precisely to wants already borne to 
instincts formed to suitable general customs, The patient and 
often ungrateful work of the legislator, is to foresee from afar 
towards what state of mind he wishes to bring the nation, and to 
form its ideas gradually before dictating to it laws. It is not 
certain that by appealing to foreign lights the Japanese minis- 
ters have taken into account the difficulties of their enterprise 
and of the time which it would take. The Code Napoléon seeme 
to them like the law, par excellence, of civilised people, and they 
hardly saw any other course to pursue than to translate and pro- 
mulgate it with the smallest possible delay. Called upon in 
1872 to inaugurate in Japan the study of our legislation, I did 
not take any time to recognise and to declare the emptiness of 
the hasty work which it was desired to undertake. It was re- 
solved at that period, that instead of transferring laws to the 
country in haste, they would undertake a parallel and profound 
study of the laws of custom so confused and diverse, and of the 
French laws taken as a type of the modern laws of Europe. 
They would not attempt to adopt any part of it until they had 
oe from all sides into the spirit of the institutions. 

he legislative activity ought to be confined to afew urgent pro- 
visional reforms in procedure and jurisdiction, an attempt to 
separate the administrative and judicial authority and to the 
regulation of Civil Acts. They adopted thus a plan the execu- 
tion of which must take a long series of years, but which pro- 
mises more complete results.” - 

The above will give a general idea of the very able and states- 
manly paper under review, of which, however, we recommend 
the perusal in detail to all who are interested in the history, cus- 
toms, and future destiny of Japan. We regret that our space 
does not permit us to enter more largely upon it, but can only 
say, in conclusion, that though it may be disappointing to such as 
might hope to see more rapid progress made, there can be little 
doubt in the minds of those who havein any way studied the history

of law as to the correctness of M. Bosquet’s views. How diffi- 
cult a task it must be to supply a code of law likely to meet the 
diverse requirements of such a country as Japan will be apparent 
if it be remembered that notwithstanding the elaborate works of 
the jurists applied under the celebrated Constitution of Valen- 
tinian III., the Gregorian and Hermogenjan collections and the 
Theodocian Code, no less than four different attempts were made 
in thirty years to consolidate the laws of Rome, as ultimately 
effected, in the Justinian Code and Digest. 





The Atheneum has the following review of Mr. Dennys’s 


Handbook of the Canton Vernacular :— 

The study of the dialects of China is worthy of all encouragement. 
An acquaintance with them serves the double purpose of furnishing 
materials by which we are able to trace back the language to its original 
form, and thus bring it within the scope of comparative philology, 
and also of giving to foreigners residing in the southern provinces the 
power of communicating their wants to the natives, and of interesting 
themselves in the thoughts and opinions of those around them. The 
frequent appearance of grammars and handbooks of the dialects is, 
therefore, a healthy sign, and may be taken to indicate that the days 
of “Pigeon English” are pumbered, and that foreigners are becoming 
impatient of the small amount of mercantile and other information 
which they are able to gather from their compradores and servants 
through the medium of that intolerable jargon. 

Mr. Dennys is well known as a writer on Chinese matters, and the pre- 
sent work isa very creditable production, compiled, as he tells us in his 
Preface it was, in the brief intervals of leisure allowed by more pressing 
avocations. To his assertion that the vernaculars are not dialects of 
Chinese, but are distinct languages, we cannot assent, and a study of 
the pages of his dialogues is sufficient to disprove his case. The gram- 
mar and construction of the sentences are precisely the same, with 
only such trifling modifications as it is natural to find between two dia- 
lects so widely separated as the Mandarin dialect—which is spoken 
over the whole of the north and of the west of the Empire—and the 
vernacular of Canton. The main difference between the two consists 
in the pronunciation of a large proportion of words and in the charac- 
ters employed to express others. It has come to pass that, in the 
course of time, certain characters have fallen into disuse, and have been 
replaced by others chosen for the similarity of their sounds, but 
without regard to their meaning. Such characters are, for the most 
part, indicated by the addition to them of the radical kow, “a mouth,” 
to mark that they are used phonetically only. In writing, for ex- 
ample, Zai, ‘‘to come,” there is used, as often as not, a character 

| bearing the same sound, but having for its meaning “ black” or 
“many,” with the addition of kow, ‘‘a mouth,” instead of the autho- 
rised character. Many other characters are similarly treated. But as 
this system of writing probably arose, in the first instance, from the 
mistakes of ignorant penmen, it in no way indicates that the verna- 
cular in which it occurs is other tlian a dialect of Chinese. 

The lessons are arranged somewhat on the Ollendorf system, that is 
to say, each lesson is headed by a list of words which form the sub- 
jects of the dialogue which follows. These words are well chosen, 
and the conversations are just such as might be turned to daily use in 
the districts of Canton or Hong Kong. To foreigners residing in those 
neighbourhoods Mr. Dennys's book will be a great help, and their gra- 
titude is due to him for thus assisting them to liberate themselves 
from that state of ignorance as regards the language which unfor- 
tunately characterises the foreign communities in China.

) THE COLLIE TRANSACTIONS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—In an article upon Messrs. Collie and Co.’s failure 
which has appeared in your paper, you, as regards my late firm, 
put the case unfairly, and I must ask you to insert the following 
explanation :—We entered into joint account transactions with 
Messrs. Alexander Collie and Co., of London, in cotton, the do- 
cuments for which were held by Messrs. George Collie and Co., 
of Liverpool—a separate and distinct firm—who had the cotton 
| for sale. I personally visited Liverpool on two occasions, and 
warehouse receipts for the bales said to be held on our account 
were exhibited to me. It is not the practice in Liverpool to 
grant warrants, but simple receipts are accepted from the wharf- 
ingers, so that my firm had no hesitatiun in accepting Messrs. 
Collie and Co.’s bills, believing, as we did, that the cotton was 
in existence, and the documents for it, also, were in the hands. 
of respectable third parties. From time to time we had valua- 
tions of the cotton given to us by Messrs. George Collie and Co. 
and Mr. Alexander Collie ; and as lately as the 14th of June 
—the day previous to Messrs. Alexander Collie and (0.8 
failure—were advised by Mr. Alexander Collie to defer the sale 
of it until August—the present month. No notice at any time 

was given us to lead us to suspect that the cotton, or any part 0 
it, had been disposed of, and it was not until the 16th of June 
—the day after Messrs. A. Collie and Co.'s failure—that we 
learnt by telegram from Liverpool, in reply to a message sent 


there, asking for fresh valuations, of its non-existence. Mr. Alex- 
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ander Collie on the 18th of June, for the first time, informed 
me “ that something very wrong had been done; that the 
cotton had been sold, and replaced, and sold again, so that 
all trace of our interest in it had been so mingled with other ac- 
counts as to be lost.” On visiting Liverpool the same night I 
found this to be the case. I need not say that had we had any 
idea that the cotton had been sold we should have at once, with- 
- out any regard to consequences, have refused our acceptance to 
Messrs. Collie’s drafts or renewals of the same. The transactions 
tals dase were made in good faith, and my firm has never re- 
ohare one penny of commission for accepting such bills.—I

OUR GRIEVANCES IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srm,—Affairs in China scem rapidly approaching a crisis, owing to 
the suicidal policy of the British Government. We now have on hand 
no less than four outrages on British subjects in three months, viz., 
murder of Margary and attempted massacre of Colonel Browne’s party. 
2. Seizure of the British steamer Carisbrooke on the high seas by a 
Chinese gunboat, an act of war having been committed by firing 
into a vessel sailing under the British flag—the commander of the 
Chinese vessel and the men who pointed the guns being British sub- 
jects. 3. Attack on the British Consulate at Chinkiang by Chinese 
soldiers. 4. Attack on, and attempted murder by strangulation of 
Cooper while out shooting near Shanghai. For all those outrages we 
have not received, nor are we likely to receive, any satisfaction unless 
some measures are adopted, sharp, short, and decisive. It would ap- 
pear that any nation can get redress from the Chinese except the Eng- 
lish, as their Government is understood to suffer any indignity. It 
seems to me absurd to expect the Chinese Government to punish the 
murderers of Margary, as they were an armed force under Chinese 
officers and obeying their orders. Our course should be to take ven- 
geance on the spot, and levy a heavy indemnity upon the Government, 
but not have it paid by the foreign Customs, as in the Tientsin mas- 
sacre. The Carisbrooke is seized on the ground that she was smug- 
gling opium into Hainan. The facts already stated go to disprove 
that, but what I conterd is that there is no such thing in China as 
smuggling, in our sense of the word. What do we understand by 
smuggling? Simply passing gooda into a country without paying the 
lawful duty. Now I contend that it is almost impossible to do that 
in China. In the first place, there is no regular tariff except as regards 
foreign goods, and that is set at-naught by the Chinese levying a 
second impost on the first purchaser who takes delivery of any goods 
from the foreign importer ; besides this, every five or ten miles all 
over China there are barriers erected, at which squeezes are levied, 
only limited in amount by the squeezability of the individual carry- 
ing the goods; there is no regular tariff. That being the case, 
shows the iniquity of our Government in allowing the Chinese 
war vessels to levy black-mail on vessels leaving or entering Hong 
Kong on behalf of the Viceroy of Canton, as every payment made 
to him does not free those goods from the exactions of the local 
officials at whatever port the vessel ]ands her goods, and she can- 
not land those goods without entering some harbour or port, and 
the name of Chinese mandarin is legion. They are ubiquitous, 
and found everywhere on the watch to seek whom they may devour. 
To my mind it is absurd to accuse the Carisbrooke of smuggling, 
but it answers the purpose of the Chinese authorities to justify any 
outrage, and our authorities are so simple as to believe their false re- 
presentations. The Icgal tax on a chest of opium here is $40, but it 
cannot be landed in Shanghai without paying a lekin or war tax of 
$42 in addition, or $82 in all, and this in defiance of our Treaty ; but, 
besides this, it has also to pay at every barrier it passes, and all other 
goods also in like manner. The action of the Home Government in 
allowing the Chinese to blockade the port of Hong Kong and levy black- 
mail has caused great indignution amongst British residents in China. 

H.M.S. Egeria has gone to Hainan to watch the proceedings of these 
Chinese gunboats, as they have returned to Hainan with the avowed 
purpose of seizing another British steamer, the Pearl, from Singapore, 
bound to Hainan, to land passengers, and thence to Hong Kong. It 
is to be hoped that the Admiral may step in at last and take matters 
out of the imbecile hands in which they are now placed. The farce of 
an inquiry was commenced yesterday into the Cooper case, but ad- 
journed, as the Chinese magistrates refused to produce the two pri- 
soners captured, or to arrest the ringleaders, the attacking party being 
400 or 500 in number, and armed with swords, spears, &c. As acon- 
trast to this, the captain of the Ocean steamer, which ran down in a 
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fog the Chinese vessel Fusing, is harassed by no less than four legal 
processes, served on the sanction of Sir E. Hornby, although the cap- 
tain was exonerated by a competent naval Court from any blame. He 
is now Larassed by the Supreme Court, Admiralty Court, Consular or 
Mixed Court, and Police Magistrate, and two assessors, and the case 
seems interminable, as fresh claims are admitted after the decree was 
given. The Chinese seem to have everything their own way.—lI re-

THE SEIZURE OF THE “CARISBROOKE.” 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—The seizure of the steamer Curisbrooke, off the island of 
Hainan, has excited much interest here, and we anxiously wait to see 
what action our authorities will take in the matter. It may be safely 
assumed that Messrs. Wade and Robertson will take the Chinese view 
of the case, in opposition to their awn country, who pays them to look 
after her interests in this part of the world. The original source of 
this imbroglio is the very objectionable practice of giving the British 
flag to Chinese who are ostensibly British subjects, but are only so in 
name, not in reality. The consequence of this is that the English flag, 
asin the Arrow case, is disgraced and brought into contempt. Another 
glaring lapse of duty on the part of our authorities is their tacit ‘con- 
nivance with the breach of treaty stipulations as to opening the ports 
to trade. Those ports in Hainan and on the west coast are declared 
open by the Treaty of Tientsin, and it was therefore the bounden duty 
of our authorities to notify British subjects that they were open to 
trade. Then the Chinese would have been forced to make regulations 
accordingly. Sixteen years have elapsed, and those ports remain 
closed, and not even a remonstrance from our Minister, Mr. Wade, 
whose clear duty it was to see that the Treaty was carried out in its 
integrity. The Chinese are very quick at complaining of any infrac- 
tion of the Treaty on our side. A very important question arises 
in connection with the late seizure of the steamer Carisbrooke, and the 
act of firing into her on the high seas, while under the so-called pro- 
tection of the British flag, viz., by what authority did the Chinese 
act? She was not a national vessel of war in any sense of the word, 
but merely a cruiser belonging to and paid by the Hoppo of Canton, 
who farms the revenue of that port from the Viceroy. She is not 
commissioned by the Peking Government, but is simply a cruiser levy- 
ing squeezes, legal or illegal, for the Hoppo. With the exception of 
three cruisers belonging to the Maritimes Customs, the appointment 
of whose officers rests with Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of Customs, 
all the so-called Chinese gunboats are merely local vessels under 
each provincial Governor or Intendant of Customs, and they seem 
to be very little else than organised pirates. In Mr. Lay’s letter of 
May 14 to The Timcs he points out the danger to be apprehended 
from allowing men-of-war to be placed under the orders of the 
Provincial Viceroy, and he declined to be a party to any sifch arrange- 
ment as to the gunboats lent by the British Government, knowing 
well that they would soon degenerate into pirates. We now see the 
working of this very system in the blockade of Hong Kong by piratical 
vessels, commanded by unscrupulous foreigners, the harassing of the 
unfortunate native traders and confiscation of their property, and this 
under the guns of British men-of-war. The commanders of these 
vessels are not commissioned officers, or belonging to any regular navy, 
but composed of foreigners picked up for their pliability of character, 
or, asin tho Shanghai gunboats, selected from Chinese compradores, 
bum-boatmen, or pilots. These are most unfit people to be intrusted 
with the important duties of commanding gunboats or men-of-war. 
These circumstances account for the pertinacity with which those 
vessels follow up junks and boats trading with Hong Kong; but our 
Government ought to look very narrowly into the constitution and acts 
of those vessels, especially when they presume to overhaul ships sail- 
ing under the English flag. It would be desirable that the commanders 
of our men-of-war should satisfy themselves that the men in command 
of these Chinese cruisers have commissions signed by the Emperor of 
China, otherwise they should not be accorded the status of war vessels, 
as otherwise the Chinese Government cannot be held responsible for 
their acts. Wecan now understand the reason for the opposition of 
the Viceroy of Canton to the opening of the ports of Kweichow and 
Tienpak, on the west coast, which would cause a diminution of his 
black-mail ; yet our Government quietly look on and see his myrmi- 
dons robbing the Chinese boats entering or leaving Hong Kong. A 
more disgraceful or iniquitous system was never carried out in any 
part of the world—I am, &c., A SHIPOWNER.

Monetary and Commercial, 


Telegrams from Hong Kong announce that at the meeting of 
the Hong Kong Bank onthe 18th the accounts were passed, 
showing profits for the half year $263,000, of which $154,000 is 
set aside for special losses, $3,000 rebate, and $106,000 carried 
forward. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 18th inst. The amounts allotted 
were, to Calcutta £653,100 ; to Bombay, £45,700 ; and to Madras, 
£1,200. Tenders on all the Presidencies at 1s. 9#d. will fe- 
ceive about 24 per cent., above in full. These figures show a con- 
siderable improvement in the demand for remittances to theEast. 

The report of the Anglo-Californian Bank (Limited) for the 
year ended the 30th of June last states that the net profits, 
after providing for all charges in London and San Francisco, 
amount to £38,387, or, with the balance brought forward, to 
£11,398. An'interim dividend of 8s. per share was paid in 
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March last, and it is proposed to distribute a further 10s. now, 
making 9 per cent. for the year. £5,000 is carried to reserve, 
and the balance of £3,575 to the new account. 

The report of the Submarine Telegraph rasa states that 
the result of the business for the last six months enables the direc- 
tors to add £2,251—being the usual proportion of the gross re- 
ceipts—to the reserve fund, and to recommend a dividend at the 
rate of 154 per cent. per annum, carrying over a balance of £325 
to the next account. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. John Ranking and 
Co., of St. Helen’s-place, the liabilities were stated at £106,897, 
and the assets at £58,391. It is understood that the estate will 
be liquidated by arrangement. A meeting has also been held 
of the creditors of Messrs. John Anderson and Co., of Philpot- 
lane, London, and Duncan Anderson and Co., of Colombo, when 
it was resolved to wind up the estate by arrangement. 

It was arranged at the adjourned meeting of Mr. J. C. 
Fowlie’s creditors to liquidate the estate by arrangement and 
not in bankruptcy. The probable dividend is expected to be 
about ls. in the pound, but this is contingent upon certain bills 
being withdrawn which it is arranged shall not rank against 
the estate if 10s. in the pound be paid on them by a third party 
whose name they do not carry. These particular bills represent, 
we are told, a loss made on silk, marks being upon them as if 
the silk were still in existence, when it was nothing of the kind. 
What amount the liabilities actually shown against the estate 
come to we have not been told, but it may be remembered that 
the firm failed for nominally £100,000. 

No meetings have yet been held of the creditors of Messrs. 
Sanderson and Co., and Young, Borthwick, and Co., bill dis- 
counters, but meanwhile the liabilities of each house have been 
largely reduced by the arrival of bills at maturity, and final 
arrangements will probably soon be entered into. There is some 
prospect, it is understood, of the latter firm resuming business 
on the Ist prox. 

The P. and O. steamer Ceylon, with the Australian mails, and 
£765,000 in gold on board, and which has been overdue for some 
days, has arrived at Galle under sail. The cause of delay was the 
breaking down of her engines. A premium of eight guineas per 
cent. had been paid at Lloyd’s to effect her insurance. 

Bar Silver has, in consequence of increased orders for the 
East, improved in value to 56$d. per oz. standard. Mexican 
Dollars are in better demand, and for those now on the market, 
by the French steamer, a slightly higher price will be obtained.

Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Co.’s Lyons Circular, dated 14th inst., 
says :—In Raw Silk transactions have scarcely extended beyond im- 
mediate requirements. For European sorts the chief feature is the 
very limited figure of contracts “ to arrive,” which usually take place 
after the crop. Buyers have not only refused to submit to higher 
prices asked for new Silk, on the basis of those paid for cocoons, but in 
several instances obtained concessions on prices of old Silk. This is a 
striking contrast with the activity of looms and the increased rate of 
consumption, and tends to show that, according to the general impres- 
sion, the production of raw materials will be fully adequate to wants 
for some time to come. Transactions in China Raws, which had been 
very quiet for some time past, were expected to revive on the arrival of 
new Silk, and the first unloadings led, indeed, to several sales, but the 
eagerness of holdera to move their old stock, coupled with low offers 
from London bankrupt-estates, is now checking the good dispositions 
of buyers. It is, however, expected that prices will become more 
regular, and business more active as soon us the cheapest oarcels have 
disappeared from the market. 

COFFEE. 


During the greater part of the interval a decidedly animated de- 
mand has prevailed for all descriptions, speculative transactions being 
larger than for some time past, and the upward movement in prices 
has continued.
